SPRINGFIELD, Mo., Jan. 14— 
The offer by union carpenters to 
reduce their wage scale 20 per 
cent on residential work was a 
“sincere effort to bring costs 
deme Ray F. Aton, head of . 
pringfield Contractors’ Associa- 
tion until it dissolved last spring, 
as co-owner of Aton 
Bros. Construction Co., he said: 
“We would be inclined to lower 
our percentage of profit, if wage 
levels come down. If some crafts 


like the bricklayers and laborers 
lower ‘their wage scales, the others 


might feel obligated to go along.” 
Hold Line. 


Failed to 
The contractors’ association, he 
said, “died a natural death last 
spring because we tried to get 


members to hold the line and not 


grant pay increases. We even 
posted bonds, guaranteeing that 
we wouldn’t raise wage rates. But 
two or three members found loop- 
holes and paid the increases. That 
ended the association. 
“Bricklayers went to $2.50 an 
hour a year ago, and at first the 
other crafts tried to hold the line. 
But last April, all of them went 
up 25 cents an hour. 

“By that increase, the carpenters 
priced themselves out of the com- 
petitive market. Now they’re try- 
ing to price themselves back in. 
There are very few union carpen- 
ters working on home construc- 


built by union men, but that’s be- 
cause I’m a union contractor. If 
I didn’t use union men on my 
house, it wculd be like a Buick 
dealer driving a Chevrolet. 

“My father, R. O. Aton, is a non- 
union contractor and he has built 
several hundred homes in this 
area, over the years. He said he 
could have built my house with 
his crew of men for $1400 to $1800

Won - Union More Competitive. 
Non-unior. carpenters became 
“more cor*petitive,” he continued, 
“because they could do laborer's 
work, carpentry, lathing and other 
jobs. Non- union contractors get 
their work done much quicker and 
more cheaply. That tends to make 
all the jobs open shop. Union car- 
penters have to adhere to craft 
rules and call in other (rafts as 
needed. They can’t compete. 
“Meanwhile, they were increas- 
ing their scale. Non- union 
carpenters get $1 to $1.50 an hour; 
union men get $1.87%. A non- 
union contractor can pay a man 
what he thinks he’s worth. ‘But 
all union carpenters are paid the 
same scale. Good, bad and indif- 
ferent, all get the same. Another 
thing—non-union carpenters work 
44 or 48 hours a week. Union car- 
penters work a 40-hour week and 
anything over that is overtime.” 
A former Marine Corps ‘major 
and now in the construction busi- 
ness with his brother, Richard, 
Ray Aton pointed out that lumber 
yards in this area have large in- 
ventories and might be willing 
to go along in cutting prices.“

LIGHT QUAKES FELT 
IN TENNESSEE, 
MISSOURI, ARKANSAS 


MEMPHIS, Tenn., Jan. 14 (AP) 
—Slight earth tremors rolled 


across west Tennessee and parts 
of Arkansas and Missouri last 
night, but apparently caused no 
damage. . 

At Memphis, the downtown 
area felt the shock. At Tipton- 
ville, in northwest Tennessee 
across the river from Missouri, 
‘Jack W. Hoffman of the Lake 
County Banner described the dis- 
turbance as the worst earth 
shock in a decade. , 

The general area of the tremors 
was in the same locality affected 
by the New Madrid quakes of 
1811 and 1812 which created Reel- 
foot Lake near Tiptonville. 

At New Madrid, older residents 
said the earth tremors were the 
most severe felt here since 1915. 
They were believed to have cen- 
tered in this area. 

Poplar Bluff, Mo., reported that 
‘the shock lasted several seconds. 

At Sikeston there was a near 
panic when several hundred per- 
sons rushed from a motion picture 
theater as the building was shak- 
en. Police said, however, no one 
was hurt. 


The moderate earthquake re- 
ported in Southeast Missouri last 
night was recorded on the St. 
Louis University seismograph at 
9:45 p.m. The tremor lasted sev- 
eral seconds. 

Distance of the shock from St. 
Louis was placed at 157 miles. Dr. 
Ross Heinrich, associate professor 
of geophysics, St. Louis Univer- 
sity's Institute of Technology. said 
it occurred very close to the cen- 


ter of disturbance of the severe 
New Madrid earthquake of 1811.

INCREASE VOTED 
BY SENATE, 68-3 


Bai Also Provides Salary 
Boosts for the Vice 
President and House 


Speaker. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 14 (AP)— 
A bill hiking the pay of the 
President, Vice President and 
Speaker of the House is headed 
for House action Monday, after 
overwhelming Senate approval. 


Passage in the House seemed 
virtually certain. The -measure 
cleared the Senate by a 68-to-9 
margin last night, the first major 
action in the Eighty-first Con- 


gress. 

The bill was shorn in the Sen- 
ate of provisions for increasing 
salaries of Cabinet members and 
other high Government officials. 
Administration leaders feared that 
otherwise it might not be ꝓassed 
before the inauguration of Presi- 
dent Truman and Vice President- 
elect Barkley on Jan. 20. j 

All of the nine Senators voting 
against the pay rises were Repub- 
licans. They were Senators Don- 
nell and Kem of Missouri, Jenner 
of Indiana, Langer of North Da- 
kota, Millikin of Colorado, Morse 
of Oregon, Watkins of Utah, Wil- 
liams of Delaware and Young of 
North Dakota. 

Twenty-six Republicans joined 
with 42 Democrats in approving 
the Measure. 

Speaker Rayburn said he would 
ask the House to suspend the 
rules and bring the bill up Mon- 
day. Suspension of the rules re- 
quiring a two-thirds. vote, is nec- 
essary in this case because legis- 
lation normally must be consid- 
ered by a committee. House com- 
mittees — not yet organized. 

As passéd by the Senate, the 
measure would increase the Presi- 
dent’s salary from $75,000 to $100,- 
000 and would give him a new 
$50,000 tax-exempt expense allow- 
ance on top of his present $40,000 
travel and maintenance allowance. 

Protest on Tax Exemption. 

The salaries of the Vice Presi- 
dent and the Speaker would be 
boosted to $30,000, an increase of 
$10,000. They also would get tax- 
exempt expense allowances of 510, 
000 


Senator Williams protested that 
the expense account tax exemp- 
tion proposed for the President 
would have the effect under the 
present tax structure, of boosting 
the presidential salary to over 
$500,000 a year. : 

Protests against the exemption 
also were raised by other Sena- 
tors, but the longest battle was 
over whether the President should 
be forced to account for his ex- 
pense money. 

Senators Donnell and Morse of- 
fered an amendment to force the 
President, Vice President and 
Speaker to submit itemized vouch- 
ers for their expense money. 

It finally was defeated, 61 to 
22, after Senator Lucas of I- 
nois, the assistant Democratic 
leader, said it would be “prepos- 
terous” to ask the President to 
account for “each time he bought

BREAK U.S. PACTS

Listed in Broadcast, 
Chiang Urged to Accept 
— Communists Report 
Entering Tientsin, 


SHANGHAI, Jah. 14 (AP)—Mao 
Tse-tung, Chinese Communist lead- 
er, today demanded abrogation of 
treaties between China and the 
United States as one of eight pre- 
requisites of peace. 

The Red leader, in a Chinese 
language broadcast heard here, 
also demanded trial of “war crim- 
inals,” presumably to follow any 
peace move. 


Mao, accusing Chiang Kai-shek 
of warring against the Communists 
because he was lured by the glit- 
ter of American weapons, called 
on the Nationalist leader to show 
the sincerity of his desire for peace 
by accepting the Communist con- 
ditions. 

Mao said the Nationalist Govern- 
ment was depending on United 
States support against the will of 
the people. He added that Red 
soldiers will liberate them. 

The Communist radio, in anoth- 
er broadcast, said an all-out attack 
to take Tientsin had been started 
by Red troops. The broadcast 
added that many troops had en- 
tered the city and were “exploiting 
their successes.” It said the at- 
tack began after a 24-hour Com- 
munist cease-fire during which the 
Nationalist defenders were offered 
an opportunity to lay down their 
arms and surrender the city.

Mao’s eight peace conditions 
were as follows: 


1. Trial of all “war criminals.” 
Chiang heads the Red list of 
“war criminals,” followed by 
Mme. Chiang, who is now in the 
United States. 


2. Cancellation of the consti-

3. Calendar years to be coupt- 
ed from Anno Domini and not 
from the Republic of China’s 
founding.

„In Washington, a State Départ- 
ment spokesman said the only 
treaties existing between the Unit- 
ed States and the Nanking Gov- 
ernment are those of friendship 
and commerce, concluded last 
year, and one abolishing extra- 
territorial privileges for Amer- 
icans in China, concluded in 1943. 
In addition there are understood 
to be a number of agreements be- 
tween Washington and Nanking, 
such as providing for the Econom- 
ic Co-operation Administration to 
carry out its program in China. 

(This was the first official Com- 
munist announcement of the Red 

terms for ending China's civil war. 
However, several of Mao’s de- 
mands were ineluded in.a report 
on Communist peace terms made 
by a source in Peiping yesterday.) 

The Communist report on the 
attack on Tientsin said the Red 
surrender terms for the city were 
rejected by a four-man delegation 
of the Tientsin City Council, which 
went to the Communist head- 
quarters. 

Earlier, Associate Press Corre- 
spondent Spencer Moosa reported 
from Peiping that the Tientsin 
negotiators were representing not 
only their own city but Peiping 
and the entire North China area 
under command of Gen. Fu Tso-yi. 
He said, however, there was no 
indication they were making any 
progress in their negotiations. 

Moosa said he received his in- 
formation in a telephone conver- 
sation with a foreign source in 
besieged Tientsin, 90 miles south- 
east of Peiping. 

Heavy Shelling in Tientsin. 

Moosa reported foreign sources 
said Tientsin underwent its heavi- 
est shelling by the Reds in a 21- 
hour period starting ‘yesterday 
afternoon. 

The Reds began shelling the 
warehouse district on the northern 
bank of the Hal river, these 
sources said. The district, between 
the Astor House Hotel and the 
Leopold Building, contain the 
city’s tallest structures and in- 
cludes the American Consulate.

‘WASHINGTON, Jan. 14—Presi- 
dent Truman is definitely in fa- 
vor of the MVA approach to Mis- 
souri valley problems, three Dem- 
ocratic Senators reponted today 
after talking with him at the 
White House.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 14 (AP)— 
The Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee approved Dean Ache- 
son to be Secretary of State today 
after he testified he believes Com- 
munism “is fatal to independent 
governments and free people.” 

The committee gave Acheson its 
unanimous approval to succeed 
ailing Secretary George C. Marsh- 
all after he had been before it 
for two hours and 15 minutes. All 
13 members—eight Democrats and 
five Republicans — were present 
and voted. 

Acheson's confirmation is en- 
pected Tuesday when Chairman 
Connally (Dem.), Texas, hopes to 
bring his nomination before the 
Senate for a vote. 

Connally said most of Acheson's 
testimony in an executive commit- 
tee session was secret, but he re- 
leased this excerpt from his state- 
ments: ‘ 

“It is my view that Communism 
as a doctrine is economically fata! 
to a free society and to human 
rights and fundamental freedoms. 

“Communism as an ve 
factor in world conquest is fatal 
to independent governments and 
free peoples.”

The Department of Justice filed

Attorney General Tom Clark an- 
nounced that the action, a civil 
anti-trust complaint, was filed this 
morning in United States District 
Court at Newark, N.J. 

It charges A. T. & T. and West- 
which is almost 
wholly owned by A. T. & T., with 
“conspiracy to monopolize” the 
telephone business in the United 
States. 

Clark said he is asking that 
A. T. & T. be required to dispose 
of all its holdings in Western Elec-

As an initial step toward greater 
efficiency, Stevenson said, State 
policemen now assigned as chauf- 
feurs for elective state officers 
are being returned to regular po- 
lice duty. 

“I have asked the state officials 
to co-operate in this move for two 
reasons,” he continued. “First, be- 
cause each of them has funds 
available to hire civilian chauf- 
feurs; second, because the police- 
men ar needed for police duties.” 

The Governor explained the or- 
der would not affect the state po- 
lice guard detail at the executive 
mansion or the bodyguard-chauf- 
feur assigned to him. State Police 
Captain Everett Van Diver has 
served for many years as body- 
guard-chauffeur to various Gov- 
ernors. 

At state police headquarters it 
was stated that four state offi- 
cials, Lieutenant Governor, Attor- 
ney General, Treasurer and Super- 
intendent of Public Instruction—

The first year of the Truman 
Doctrine cost the American tax-

Neither in An- 
kara nor in Athens is there any 
doubt that Greece will get a lion's 
share of this money. 

As of Sept. 30, 1948, the United 
States Army Group here has obli- 
gated $260,000,000 for the purchase 
of military items for Greece. 

This is a deceptive figure, 
meant only for congressional 
bookkeeping. Here, as in Turkey, 
one dollar on the price tag of a 
gun often means $10 in replace- 
ment value. / 

United States Army procure- 
ment agents have scoured Europe 
and the two Americas for supplies 
for the Greeks in khaki. They 
have armed and cquipped an army 
of 147,000 men, and a national 
guard of 50,000.

OR any American in his sense, it is brusquely sobering to dis- 
cover the powerful influence of Washington on the internal 
politics—we at home would consider the private affairs—of the 


nations of Western Europe. A year and a half ago only American 
financial aid saved most Western Buropean nations from succumbing 
to dictatorships either of the Left or of the Right. But this phe- 


in soMe ways alarming. 

Here in France, for instance, the 
basic law of the Furopean 
R.:overy Program has the 
effect of pushing the Paris Euro- 
pean Recovery Program Adminis- 
trator, David Bruce, into the cen- 
ter of the whirling maelstrom of 
French politics. It is worth ex- 
amining the problem in some de- 
tail to see why this is so. . 

Very crudely speaking, the 
grand political contest in France 
is now between the men of the 
center—the members of, the So- 
cialist, Radical and M. R. P. parties 
—and Gen. Charles de Gaulle and 
his followers. 

The Communists were the menace 
that first caused Frenchmen to 
rally to De Gaulle. Their present 
role is to help De Gaulle by such 
attacks on the French economy 
as the recent coal strike. The de- 
mand for De Gaulle, the strong 
man, always grows louder when 
political or financial instability in- 
creases, and subsidies proportion- 
ally when the outlook improves, 


Miracle of Survival. 

It is something of a miracle that 
the French Center has survived 
thus far, through the long succes- 
sion of Ramadier, Schumah, Rey- 
naud and Queuille cabinets, None 
the less, it has survived. Since the 
passage of Prime Minister Que- 
uille’s rather precariously balanced 
budget, most wiseacres even give 
the Center at least a chance to 
survive in the future.

Unemployment 
Rising, but It 
Isn't Alarming 
Total Idle Two Mil- 
lion Out of 60 Mil- 


lion—Seasonal Fac- 
tors Cited.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 14 (AP). 
LAIMS for unemployment com- 
C pensation have been increas- 
ing steadily every week since 
October. 

Although this means the num- 
ber of jobless is climbing, it is far 
from alarming to experts of the 
Bureau of Employment Security 
who reported on the situation to- 
day. They pointed out that the 
total number of unemployed is 
only 2,000,000 and there are nearly 
60,000,000 civilians gainfully at 
work. About 33,000,000 of these 
are eligible to receive unemploy- 
ment checks if they are laid off. 

Others in the work force are 
in occupations which the social 
security laws exempt from the fed- 
eral jobless pay fund. 

The employment levels were 
scarcely dreamed of before World 
War II. And the number of idle 
workers filing claims for weekly 
jobless checks is far below 1939, 
for example. 


In November $62,200,000 was paid 
out in unemployment benefits. At 
that time there were new claims 
coming into the various state of- 
fices at the rate of 185,000 a week. 
Total claims, those on which the 
Government actually was making 
payments or was about to sign 
up for benefits, amounted to 808, 
000 a week. 

In the week of Jan. 1 new claims 
had risen to 338,677. The continued 
claims were reported at 1,252,000, 

The experts say most of this 
increase in unemployment is sea- 
sonal. Postwar adjustment in such 
industries as radios, shoes and 
apparel, accounts for some of the 
increase in idleness. 

There were big layoffs, which 
the bureau expected, in outdoor 
occupations such as construction 
and lunibering. 

The average unemployed worker 
was receiving a weekly jobless pay 
check for $19 as 1948 ended. That 
was $1 more than the average in 
1947. The jobless checks were 
continued for an average of 108 
weeks. In 1947 the payments lasted 
for an average of 11.1 weeks.

Indonesia. | : 

The Chinese Communist experience and lead- 
ership could be very effective in all the coun- 
tries Mr. Lattimore mentions if the method used 
were not friendly alliance ‘but terror, and it is 
terrorism that the Chinese are using in Malaya. 
Ronald Stead of the Christian Science Monitor 
says the terror in Malaya is “an extension in an- 
other field of the civil war in China.” 

Whatever the degree to which the Communist 
successes in China will advance, Communism 
toward control elsewhere in the Far East, it will 
add gravity to an already grave situation. Na- 
tionalism, emergent before the Second World 
War, was fanned by the Japanese in the coun- 
tries they occupied, and has since been taken 
over as an instrument of Communist policy. 
Communism is being advanced by the colonial 
blundering of the Netherlands in Indonesia and 
France in Indo-China. It is being advanced by 
violence in Malaya, Burma, Koren, India and 
Pakistan. It is being advanced hy intrigue in 
Siam and Japan. All these advances are being 
planned, guided and coordinated from Moscow 
by means of Soviet-trained leaders and strategy 
conferences under Soviet auspices. t 

What can the United States and the ‘other 
democracies do to confine Communism in the 
Orient as they are now seéking to confine Com- 
munism in Europe? They can stop making such 
mistakes as Holland and France are making in 
trying to continue colonialism by force in an age 
that has renounced it. They can, on the posi- 
tive side, help the Asiatic countries to realize 
their ambitions of independence and better liv- 
ing ‘by means of representative government. 

The best means of mutual help by the threat- 
ened countries of Asia and the western democ- 
racies seems to be an Asiatic ‘counterpart of 
the proposed Western European Union and the 
proposed North Atlantic Security Pact.

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School Steal 


A shocking example of the perversion of legis- 


lative intent is afforded by the greation of 
School District 187 in St. Clair county, across 


the river. This was done under a law intended 


to facilitate the consolidation of districts so 
they might provide better schools. District 187, 


however, is a split-off which took away most of ry a 


ethe revenue from a district which already was 

doing a fine job for an area bounded, roughly, 
by East St. Louis on the north and the Monroe 
county line on the south. 


This old district had been supporting a dosen 


grade schools as well as the $1,000,000 Dupo 
high ‘school. Its revenue came from property 
assessed at about $74,000,000. The split-off took 
away about $63,000,000 of this. As a result, 
the original district no longer can maintain its 
high standards. The possibility has arisen that 
it may have to close Dupo high school. 

There are only three or four grade schools 
in District 187. There is no high school, but 
the school board proposes to issue $1,750,000 
in bonds to build one for pupils now well served 
by the Dupo plant. There is every indication 
that high school enrollments will decline for 
some years to come, so the $1,750,000 outlay 
certainly is not warranted just now. On the 
face of it, this split-off looks less like an effort 
to provide better ‘schools than a scheme to get 
quite a few tax dollars into the hands of a few 
politicians, 

Citizens of the original area may have been 
asleep when the split-off was engineered, but 
they are now aroused. They know that they 
are faced by the wrecking of a well integrated 
consolidated school system for the sake of an 
extravagance which would worsen rather than 
improve the educational facilities available to 
the children of most of them. 

As a result, a special election has been called 
for tomorrow. The question will be whether 
the split-off should be nullified and the original 
district reconstituted. Those interested in effi- 
cient and economical schools certainly will vote 
in the affirmative. 
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For Charter Reform 

Every witness at the hearing on city charter 
revision favored the election of a Board of 
Freeholders to launch this enterprise for cheaper 
and better government.. The one-sided showing 
reflected the opinion of municipal experts, such 
as the Governmental Research Institute and the 
technicians at Washington and St. Louis univer- 
sities. It reflected the conviction of enlightened 
politicians, such as Republican Aloys Kaufmann 
and Democrat Henry Chadeayne. It no doubt 
reflected the sentiments of taxpayers and voters 
‘who have considered the question at all. 

As a matter of fact, the Aldermen, who will 
decide whether the Freeholder election is to be 
held, have raised only minor questions. One 
member wanted to know just how much money 
the studies of the Board of Freeholders will 
cost. It will be a pittance compared with the 
savings their work could bring. An Alderman 
wished it were clearer whether the proposition 
is for a new charter or for revisions. It can 
be either under a properly written election or- 
dinance, to be decided by the judgment of the 
Freeholders and the voters who will go to the 
polls to approve or reject their labors. 

It is not fair to say just yet that the Board of 
Aldermen is dragging its feet with this bill, but 
it needs to be carried on from here with the 
promptness which the board manages to show 
when its heart is really in a job. 
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Those Springfield Carpenters 

Union carpenters at Springfield, Mo., have 
two aims in their offer of a 20 per cent wage 
cut. They hope to get their unemployed mem- 
bers back on jobs which are going increasingly 
to non-union men at lower rates. They also 
hope to get other people involved in the build- 
ing industry to cut their prices and arrest the 
alarming decline in new construction. 

This is a fine purpose, but the odds are heavy 
against its fulfillment. To be sure, a lumber 
dealer and a couple of builders have agreed to 
“co-operate,” but many interests are involved 
in housing prices, reaching back through job- 
bers and factories to the forest, the lime quarry 
and the iron mine. Pretty much everyone has 
to join if any significant cost reduction is to 
come in this way. This approach has always 
signally failed before—failed very conspicuously 
in the last great building wave in the 1920s. So 
it is not surprising that the carpenters have 
not even succeeded in getting the other local 
building trades to talk wage cuts. 

This is discouraging enough, but prices would 
not fall as much as they meed to even if every- 
one in. the industry had followed, the carpen- 


ters’ vision. For the whole path from raw ma- 


terial to finished house is beset with toll-gates 
and mired down in waste, and disorganization. 


Housing cannot become a.commodity priced for 


the masses until ‘really large organizations come 
in and integrate the industry from top to bot- 
The: Springfield carpenters are proposing to 
take a cut that would leave their members with 
average incomes. of $2500, which is modest 
enough these days, We admire them and hope, 
against all reason, that their size-up of the situ- 
ation proves better than ours. |

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TIME FOR A NEW ASIA POLICY 
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A Sober Look at the Budget

to succeed in all the vast undertakings it is attempting to perform.

With the budget message the President 
has completed the full picture of his pro- 
gram with its supporting data. The mes- 
sage is clear and concise. 

Total expenditures for the coming fiscal 
year are placed at 41.9 billion dollars, an 
increase of only 1.7 billion over the esti- 
mate for the current year. This includes 
reductions in many items; and the coun- 
tervailing increases 
are nowhere obvious- 
ly extravagant. 

Revenues, however, 
are not expected to 
keep pace even with 
this comparatively 
small expansion. As 
it stands, the show- 
ing amply supports 
the request for an 
additional four bil- 
lion dollars in taxa- 
tion. Even without President Truman 
the probable demands of Western Euro- 
pean military aid—too uncertain as yet to 
be included in the estimates—this would 
mean budgeting for a surplus of little more 
than three billion dollars, a very narrow 
margin at a time when rushing prosperity 
and inflationaty dangers alike call for a 
firm 2 policy. 


Where Most of It Goes 


This is not the worst. Of the proposed 
expenditures, 76 per cent, or 82 billion dol- 
lars, is to go to the four great items of 
debt service, veterans, international aid 
and defense, which are either irreducible 
or reducible only with great risk and dif- 
ficulty. All the rest—the administrative 
costs of government, the subsidies to agri- 
culture, raad-building, education, health, 
housing, social security—consume only a 
quarter of the whole. 


This second area, to which one would 
naturally look first for the economies 
which might avert the indicated need for 
the four billion dollar tax increase, calls 
for a total expenditure of only 9.9 billion 
dollars. All the additional costs of the 
President’s social program will add only 
$800,000,000 (in fiscal 1950) to this segment 
of the expense budget, which is rather less 
than the $900,000,000 which he has been 
compelled to add, despite some valorous 
struggies, to the total costs of debt, vet- 
erans, international aid and defense.

Worse Is to Come

Formidable as it is, in itself and in its 
implications, this budget will not easily be 
assailed. The items most vulnerable from 
the point of view of policy are small in 
present amount; the really big items repre- 


sent interests too vital to be scaled down. 


Yet the budget as a whole—like the 
Truman program as a whole, of which it is 
simply the arithmetical expression—raises 
some questions, as sharp and vivid as dan- 
ger flags. Is it not possible to provide 
these services more economically? 


Economy, a Slow Job 


Surely, the present level of military ef- 
fectiveness could be provided for less than 
15 billion dollars a year; the existing so- 
cial security system could be more eco- 
nomically administered; aid to veterans 
could be more efficient. In all this, the 
Hoover Commission reports should help;

The Browns have 20 in- 
ter-league games, New Tork, 18; 
Boston, 17; Detroit, 13; Philadel- 
phia, 10, and Washington, nine. 

New York and the Cardinals 
will renew their spring feud with 
a seven-game series in St. Peters- 
burg, Fla. Another Florida series 
matches the Dodgers and the Ath- 
letics. 

Washington will be in action on 
both Florida coasts, while Detroit 
will play its customary Florida 
schedule before closing with a 
two-game spring finale at Pitts- 
burgh against the Pirates. 

The Red Sox will play 11 games 
at their Sarasota (Fla.) camp, ap- 
pear in six exhibitions on their 
swing north, and finish against 
the Braves in Boston April 16-17. 

The Browns, switching this year 
from San Bernardino te Burbank, 
Calif., will play 16 of their 36 
spring games in Texas. The White 
Sox will play 15 games in Califor- 
nia and end their spring chores 
with a three-game Chicago series 
against the Cubas.

The novelist, Marie Corelli, 
wrote this dialogue, in 1904, in
